A war to the death was begun 
against the mosquito pest in the Des 
Plaines river valley by the sanitary 
district yesterday when a party headed 
by Edward F. Moore descended with 
hundreds of gallons of oil and began 
the work of deluging the countless 
waterholes and inlets of the marsh 
lands adjoining the river. 

Realizing from reports from western 
suburbs that the mosquito menace 
has appeared to be growing daily 
worse, President William. J. Healy, of 
the district, recently obtained a $20,- 
000 appropriation and launched a deter- 
mined - campaign. It was, in effect, 
the continuation of a mosquito-de- 
stroying drive begun by the district 
several years ago. 

They Favor Des Plaines. 

„The favorite breeding place of the 
mosquito in the Des Plaines river 
valley,“ said Mr. Healy. lies within 
a strip of land three miles w ide and 
eighteen miles long, extending along 
the western boundary of the sanitary 
district from the southern limits of 
Western Springs, La Grange and Riv- 
erside to the northern limits of Des 
Plaines. 

“A considerable section of the dis- 
trict is forest preserve. To efficiently 
carry on our extermination work, four 
districts have been established with. 
a corps of workmen assigned to each 
district.. An effort is made to apply | said

and heroin users, and other undesira- 
bles, who have increased to many times 
the pre-war number. 

Drug joints and cabarets, patron- 
ized almost exclusively by degenerates 
were searched last night in Berlin and 
many were closed, while scores of sus- 
pects were taken to jail. 

One weekly newspaper is devoted al- 
most entirely to advertisements for 
morons and degenerates,\who have 
been protected until now by great pro- 
fessors and psychoanalysts, who 
Claimed these men are unfortunates 
who must be protected. 

First Big Campaign. 
It is the first big campaign against 
the unnatural conditicns in Germany, 
the world war being blamed for the 
lowering of morale and merals. Be-

Retirement of the war debt in thirty 
years means applying an average of 
more than $700,000,000 annually for 


this purpose. 


Paying Too Rapidly?

Lattice Tops for Fruit Pies. 


As everybody knows, the top crust 
of pies: should be pricked or have op- 
enings of some sort—often quite fancy 
ones are made—through which the 
steam, formed when the wet fillings 
become hot, can escape. Water be- 
gins to give off a vapor before it 
boils. If it boils hard in a closed ket- 
tle, and there is no opening anywhere, 
the force generated by the steam will 
throw off a cover. 

It is undesirable to have the fillings 
of fruit pies boil, but if there is any 
chance of their doing so it is best to 
have ample openings in the top crust, 
therefore many prefer the lattice top, 
and the deeper the pie the more worth- 


while it is to have this sort of 4 top. 

The deep English tarts have this 
type of top, the ends of the strips 
used being moistened so that they will 
adhere to the rim of the lower crust, 
and sometimes the top strips are 
moistened all the way across so that 
they will adhere to the lower ones well 
at the joinings. Some cooks braid or 
weave .them. 

Some American cooks call a pie with 
a latti¢e top a tart as do the English, 
saving the word pie for one with the 


top wholly covered, In order that 
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these shall take a brown glaze in bak 
ing they are brushed over with egg 
yolk beaten with cold water. 

The more open a pie is, the more rea- 
sonable it is to call it a tart and when 
cooks know how to make fine figures 
out of flaky pastry, like a stem with 
a rose and rose leaves, having con- 
siderable space around it as it rests 
on ‘the filling of the pie, the hand- 
some of all tarts are made.

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SINCLAIR RULED 
IN CONTEMPT FOR 
| SILENCE ON DOME 


Senate’s Right to 6 
Testimony Upheld. 


Washington, D. C., July 14.—(Spe- 
cal. Power of the senate to compel 
witnesses to answer pertinent ques- 
tions by its investigating committees 
was upheld today by Justice A. A. 
Hoehling of the District Supreme 
court in sustaining indictments against 
Harry Sinclair for refusal to testify 
before the Teapot Dome inquiry. 

Justice Hoehling ruled that refusal 
te answer pertinent questions Was a 
violation of section 102 of the revised 
statutes of the United States. At the 
game time he ruled that three of the 
nine questions asked Sinclair by Sena- 
tor Walsh [Dem., Mont.] were not 
pertinent and that consequently 
the indictment counts based on them 
must be stricken; Six of the ques- 
tions were yertinent, he said, uphold- 
ing the counts based on them. 

- Ginelair Will Appeal. 

The décision will, of course, be ap- 
pealed to the District Court of Appeals 
and tothe United States Supreme 
court, If it is eventually thrown out 
it will mean that senate ivestigating 
committees in the future will be shorn 
of fall power and will be mere gestures. 

Today's decision dealt only with in- 

f dictments for refusal to answer the 
‘ questions and had nothing to do/with 
Sinclair, Fall and the Dohenys. 

Sinclair was called before the sen- 
ate committee and declined to answer 
nine questions put to him by Senator 
Walsh. The committee referred his re- 
fusal to United States Attorney Gor- 
don for submission to the grand jury. 
Atlee Pomerene and Owen J. Roberts, 
special counsel for the oil prosecutions, 
laid the evidenc before the grand jury, 
and an indictment was presented 
March ZI against Sinclair.
